Dewey said no definite plans 


made but that he talked it over 
informally with Gov. Earl Warren 
of California after Dewey’s nomi- 
nation at Chicago last week. 

“I May Have to Travel Some.” 

Personally, Dewey said, he 
would like to stay in Albany for 
the next two months, spending 
week ends at his farm near Paw- 
ling. He added, however, that 
“I may have to travel some in 
the next month.” 

Dewey said his week ends at 
Pawling would be devoted largely 
‘to study and to writing speeches. 
He had no plans, he said, to re- 
ceive political visitors there. 

Republican campaign headquar- 
ters will be opened Wednesday in 
the Roosevelt Hotel in New York 
City, Dewey disclosed, adding that 
it was the “Theodore Roosevelt 
Hotel.” 

Dewey will work the Fourth of 
July in the Governor’s mansion, 
with no visitors on his schedule. 
He will go to Pawling Friday, 
where a reception by the towns- 
people is planned that afternoon. 
Pawling has a population of about 
1200.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3. — 
The 1941 act providing for the or- 
ganization of fire protection dis- 
tricts in congested unincorporated 
areas of counties with 200,000 to 
400,000 population was declared 
unconstitutional today by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. 

The decision, written by Chief 
Justice James M, Douglas and 
concurred in by all other members 
of the court, invalidated the act 
on the ground that it violated the 
State’ Constitution provision which 
states that a special law shall not 
be enacted where a general law 
may be made applicable. 

By limiting the act to counties 
in the 200,000 to 400,000 population 
class, the opinion stated, 
applicable only to St. Louis Coun- 
ty, no other county in the state 
having population enough to bene- 
fit by it. 

A considerable amount of cam-

AIR POWER HAMSTRINGS NAZIS

T is reasonably clear, from the reports coming in from the Nor-

a really formidable concentration of power for a major counter- 
attacke The old “patching” process. continues, Units reaching the 
battlefield have to be thrown in to plug up the holes. Reports from 
British military observers say that the series of attacks on June 29 
were the only occasion on which the Germans were able to use their 
armor scientifically; otherwise, before and after that day, they have 
been compelled to waste it in a scattering of small “shows” along 
the front of the British-Canadian bridgehead beyond the Odon River.

The attacks of the’ 29th were 
really strong attacks, lasting for 
about four hours. The Germans 
took some ground and infiltrated 
into the British lines, but they 
were thrown out during the night, 
apparently because they did not 
have enough infantry to consoli- 
date their gains. 

It is interesting to note that 
counterattacks 
were carried out by a new British 
infantry division which had never 
before been under fire. This is not 
only a fine testimonial to the 
quality of the men to the battle 
leadership of the junior officers, 
but it emphasizes the value of the 
realistic combat training which 
has been carried out, using actual] 
battle conditions and even live 
ammunition. It speaks well for 
the prospects of the many new 
and untried divisions, American 
as well as British, which must in 
the course of the next few weeks 
or months be thrown into action 
against the German veterans. 


Nazis Lack Mobility. 


The Germans continue to suffer 
the consequences of a lack of 
strategic mobility. This is in large 
part due to the operations of our 
air forces, aided of course by the 
French underground. From Brit- 
ish sources comes an estimate 
that 90 per cent of all German 
traffic in the vast area between 
the Seine and the Loire is now 
moving by motor. That means the 
railways are virtually out of busi- 
ness, due to the destruction of 
bridges, yards and tracks, to at- 
tacks on locomotives within the 
area, and to sabotage. It is a 
heavy handicap for the Germans, 
especially when it is pointed out 
- by incidents like the destruction 
of 1000 German vehicles at one 
blow by heavy bombers on the 
evening of June 30. German tanks 
are reported compelled to move 
toward the battle area by road, 
on their own tracks, which means 
that when they reach the front 
they are generally in need of re- 
pair before they can be used. 

All this has its efefct on the 
decisions of the German comman- 
der-in-chief. He cannot count on 
any unit reaching its destination 
on time, or intact. He must, there- 
fore, be. extremely careful about 
committing any large part of his 
resérve forces to the Normandy 
action, If he does so, not only can 


»he not be sure that it will be ef- 
| fectively used, but he can not be 
sure when and in what condition 
he can get it back if he suddenly 
needs it elsewhere. He 
roughly what Allied forces are in 


‘front of him in Normandy, but 
he does not know what other Al- 


lied forces are waiting in Great 
Britian, nor where these. forces 
may be going to hit him. He is 
reasonably sure that the Allied 
troops in Normandy represent 
only a fraction of the strength at 
ithe disposal of Gen. Eiseenhower, 
and that is probably the most dis- 
quieting of the _ considerations 
upon which his actions must be 
based. 


Impotent Luftwaffe. 


The German commander-in-chief 
cannot find out what Eisenhower 
is going to do next because he 
cannot use air reconnaissance 
freely. Indeed, the Luftwaffe in 
France is now, in general, operat- 
ing either from bases south of 
the Loire, or bases far to the east 
near.the German frontier.. From 
/all nearer bases they have been 
‘driven by the constant attention 
of the Allied flyers. 


It is impossible for Field Mar- 
shal von Rundstedt to get any 
reliable information under these 
difficult conditions. A few mis- 
sions, perhaps, may with great 
‘difficulty be flown over Allied 
territory, but the continuous pains- 
taking work of air reconnaissance 
and photography which is so im- 
valuable to the Allied commanders 
is denied to Von Rundstedt. Yet 
he knows that the Allies have 
complete command of the sea, he 
knows that he has to guard a 
long sea frontier facing the Brit- 
ish Isles, and he needs only to 
look at the map to realize that if 
he commits the major portion of 
his striking force as far west as 
the Normandy bridgehead, he will 
be laying himself open to a deadly 
thrust which might strike directly 
across his communications with 
Germany. 


In the old days when German 
troops went racing over the face 
of Europe at tersific speed, under 
cover of a cloud of planes, these 
difficulties might be met; but to- 
day, when the clouds of planes 
belong to the other side and when

Americans are factual about every- 
thing except war. All recorded history 
shows that war is a fundamental fact 
in national life. The simple African 
tribesmen understood this and built 
great “head-houses” where they stored 
their weapons and materials of war 
ready for instant use. We, the sup- 
posedly most intelligent of the races of 
men, have resolutely closed our eyes to 
the facts of national life and have been 
surprised by each succeeding war, 

In the face of our long history of un- 
preparedness and the needless slaughter 
of our young men which has too often 
been the result (heroic Philip Joyce of 
St. Louis died on an over-age destroyer 
reputedly not equipped with modern 
anti-aircraft guns), it is high time that 
our newspaper editors as leaders of 
thought raised insistent voice for the 
maintenance of adequate facilities for 
the protection of the nation in a world 
where the seeds of hate have been so 
lavishly sown. 

America cannot be free if it is not 
physically protected by means constant- 
ly modernized, and our editors should 
understand this better than any other 
class of citizens. For that reason, a 
proper provision in our postwar pro- 
gram. should be the creation of great 
national arsenals rather than the scra 
ting of our super war plants, such 
the small-arms plant here in St. Logis. 
We must, after all, be prepared to live 
in the world of realism.

Missouri’s Highway Needs 


One of the most serious obligations of the 
Constitutional Convention is to deal realistically 
with the highway problem in Missouri, In this 
State, as in others, there has been very little new 
highway construction since the war began, and 
maintenance has been severely limited. 

Although use of the highways by private pas- 
senger automobiles has declined, their use by 
heavy trucks and busses and Army vehicles has 
continued, The central location of the State and 
the fact that a number of important military 
posts and many war plants are within its bor- 
ders have brought unusually heavy traffic to our 
paved highways. 

Some of the main State roads, constructed in 
the early stages of highway engineering develop- 
ment, are virtually worn out. Our highways which 
are links in the most important transcontinental 
routes will require large-scale reconstruction 
when the war is over. 

If we are to get promptly at this job of high- 
way reconstruction and expansion, we must be 
able to co-ordinate our plans with those of the 
Federal Government, which has appropriated 
$1,519,138 for the planning of postwar highway 
projects. 

The Federal planning is directed largely to- 
ward completion of important interstate routes, 
with emphasis on linking up the business centers 
of big cities. Under existing constitutional pro- 
visions, Missouri has been virtually precluded 
from using State funds to build highways and 
bridges within cities of more than 2500 popula- 
tion. 

One of the crying needs is a liberalization of 
the Constitution so that the State Highway De- 
partment will be free to match Federal funds 
in those instances where the Government wishes 
to provide for AMpOTTANt COnNESTENG links passing 
through cities. The convention’s Committee on 
Highways has approved revisions taking care of 
this situation; they should be adopted. 

Other desirable proposals recommended by 
the committee would give the Highway Com- 
mission clear authority to construct roads to 
and through State parks and reservations, and 
to provide for connections with local parkways 
and other co-ordinated travel facilities. 

Of special interest for the coming Air Age is 


a proposal which would enable the Highway De-- 


partment, when authorized by the Legislature, 
to “construct, maintain and control State public 
ground facilities for aircraft,” with funds other 
than those constitutionally dedicated to highway 
construction and maintenance. 

When war came, Missouri had one of the best 
improved highway systems in the nation. Wise 
provisions in the construction amendments under 
which $135,000,000 of road bonds were issued and 
sold protected the highway funds against diver- 
sion. With this sound financing, and with fairly 
effective safeguards against political domination 
of the Highway Department, the State has con- 
structed some 16,000 miles of State highways 
since 1925 at a cost of $354,730,923. 

Although highway revenue from automobile 
license fees and gasoline tax has declined under 
war conditions, the Highway Department never- 
theless has accumulated a balance of nearly $18,- 
000,000 which places it in a favorable position 
for promptly matching Federal funds for needed 
reconstruction and expansion when the war is 
over. 

The convention should give most diligent at- 
tention to the State’s highway needs, to the end 
that Missouri may continue to rank high as a 
good-roads State, and to enjoy the accompanying 
economic and social advantages. 
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Farewell to WPA 


With few mourners, WPA, all its life the butt 
of crude humor and target for bitterest recrimina- 
tion, passed quietly to its rest at midnight, June 
30. Quietly, but not without significance, a moral 
for the future to ponder. 

WPA ‘is dead of malnutrition: mass relief is 
no longer needed, because there is now high em- 
ployment and bounding prosperity. High and 
bounding, because we are busy with a war, 

Can we keep it up when the war is won? The 
burden of proof is heavy, the record against us, 
Let no one say it cannot be done. Some day we 
will learn te make the country produce abundant- 
ly without the spur of a gun pointed at our heads, 

But let no one assume, either, that it will not 
take some strenuous doing. 
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Oh, well, the Democratic convention probably 
won't be much fun, either. 
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No Place for Pleasure Riding 


Trains and busses have become military ve- 
hicles, and civilian pleasure riders are almost as 
much out of place on them as they would be in 
a jeep or a tank or an ambulance bringing back 
wounded from the front. | 

ODT Director Johnson has issued a warning 
that the railroads and busses are carrying all 
the passengers they can possibly carry—but that 
room must be made for the thousands of wounded 
coming back from the invasion fronts. The only 
way to do it, he said, is for the estimated 20 per 
cent who are pleasure riders to give up their 
pleasure in deference to our wounded fighting 
men. 

Organized troop movemepgts account for some 
1,500,000 passengers a month and require one- 
half of the Pullman space and dne-third of the 
day-coach space on regularly scheduled trains. 
Furloughs represent an equal volume, War pro- 
duction also has heavily increased passenger 
travel. 

Burdened now to the very limit, the rail- 
road systems in the United States are preparing 
for a 10-fold increase in the number of wounded, 
and they are having to do so at the very time 
when vacation trave] is at its peak. 

July and August will be the critical months, 
ODT says. So, starting with the Fourth of July 
holiday, Americans have been asked not to make 
trips for pleasure, inasmuch as the transportation 
systems are needed in their entirety for grim 
business. 

Thousands of Americans have rejected this pa- 
triotic appeal. Fourth of July week-end pleasure 
travel has gone to monstrous proportions—prob- 
ably breaking the all-time record set last year. 

ODT has given the railroads legal authority 
to put off any passengers whose seats are needed 
for the wounded. From now on, unessential pas- 
sengers may be put off trains at any way station, 
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or, if they reach their destinations, they may be 
stranded there. 

Willful pleasure riders who come to grief need 
expect no sympathy and no calls for special meas- 
ures to be taken for their aid. They have been 
warned amply. 
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A Plot Against the Income Tax 


The Treasury Department announces its oppo- 
sition to a proposal that the Federal income tax 
be limited to a maximum of 25 per cent. The 
statement is doubtless the first inkling for many 
citizens that.a pressure-group movement for such 
a scheme is quietly under way, and that it has al- 
ready been approved in resolution form by 16 
state Legislatures. This is exactly half the num- 
ber required to compel Congress to call a Consti- 
tutional Convention for approval of the plan. The 
Treasury clearly wants to bring the subject into 
the open, where public opinion can deal with it. 

The arbitrary 25 per cent limit would wreck 
the whole income-tax structure by repealing its 
basic principle of taxation in accordance with 
ability to pay, ag written into the Constitution in 
1913. It would mean revenue losses estimated 
by the Treasury at five billion dollars a year, a 
disastrous amount either in wartime or in the 
postwar period, and would make deficits prob- 
able even in a prosperous year. It would mean 
a bonanza for the persons with upper-bracket in- 
coines, and an added burden for those in the low- 
er brackets. 

The scheme is so preposterous that it seems 
unbelievable it has received serious consideration 
in any quarter. Yet the undercover campaign 
of the Committee for Constitutional Government, 
founded by Frank Gannett, has raised a huge 
fund for putting this over, and has lobbied in 
the Legislatures with slogans advocating preser- 
vation of “free enterprise.” 

Such a greedy grab as this could never, of 
course, win the approval of the public. Hence the 
tactic of working on the Legislatures, where the 
wiles of the shrewd lobbyist have greater oppor- 
tunity for success. 

Now that the Treasury has taken notice of 
this plot against the income tax, Congress ought 
to look into it as well, and the public should be- 
come aware of what the lobby is attempting to 
put over. 
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Mr, Bowles Holds the Line 


Cotton interests profess to interpret the OPA 
revision measure as calling for a blanket price 
increase on all items made of their product, but 
Administrator Bowles does not agree. He held 
firmly to his contention in a two-day conference 
with cotton manufacturers, and the result is an 
order limiting price increases to about one-third 
of the list. Mr. Bowles expresses the hope that 
part of the authorized $150,000,000 increase will 
be absorbed by manufacturing concerns instead 
of being passed on to the consumer. 

The public owes a vote of thanks to the Ad- 
ministrator for continuing to hold the anti-in- 
flation line. Price rises are bad news, but it can 
be said of the cotton phase, as of the whole OPA 
Extension Act, “It might have been worse.”

Good Faith in the Philippines 


In the normal course of events, the Philippines 
would become independent of the United States 
July 4, 1946. By the terms of a resolution just 
made law, that date may be accelerated, depend- 
ing on how long it takes to eject the Japs from 
the islands. 

It could be contended that acting in this time 
of uncertainty is more a handsome gesture than 
a stroke of statesmanship. Nevertheless, it not 


‘only reaffirms our intention to avoid any suspi- 


cion of imperialism; it says that we are happy 
and eager to show once again our belief in free- 
dom for the Filipinos. By virtue of this act, 
our voice in the postwar arrangements for other 
weak lands gains a new power. We will come, 
as it were, to the peace tables with hands newly 
washed. 

Not that the hands were not reasonably clean 
before. True, we have the stain of Nicaragua on 
our record. The situation in Puerto Rico is still 
far from pretty. And in the Philippines our policy 
wavered between benevolent exploitation and the 
desire to liberate, until the onset of the Great 
Depression joined liberationist forces and domes- 
tic commercial interests which feared further 
competition from duty-free Philippine products, 
But ever since the Independence Act was passed 
in 1933, there has been a continuous sincere ef- 
fort to provide for launching the Philippines as 
a nation not only free but able to survive in a 
world of mightier neighbors and fearful economic 
forces. 

In the finest sense of the word, the popular 
Quezon Government and the ‘United States Gov- 
ernment have collaborated. And what their col- 
laboration has now produced, and is still produc- 
ing, is a shining thing in a world engaged in a 
re-dedication to human dignity and friendship 
among all peoples.

There are at present about 3000 natives 
of India in the United States, perhaps the 
smallest minority group. The lure of Amer- 
ica, land of freedom and opportunity, at- 
tracted them here around 1907, as it has 
always attracted people from all over the 
world. 

The early immigrants from India settled 
mostly in California, where they worked 
as farm hands, and some of them subse- 
quently owned and operated their own 
farms, They raised rice, cotton and vege- 
tables. They have been recognized as hard- 
working, law-abiding people, whose contri- 
bution to the enrichment of the state has 
been large in proportion to their numbers. 


Bars Put Up in 1917 


On Feb. 5, 1917, the United States Con- 
gress passed the Naturalization Act and 
the Immigration Act that barred further 
immigration from a designated zone cross- 
ing much of South and Central Asia. 
India is in this barred zone. Thereafter, 
only a handful of business men and stu- 
dents under special visas were occasionally 
admitted. 


Unlike the Chinese and the Japanese, the 
immigrants from India had the full right 
to American citizenship, and many of them 
had availed themselves of the privilege. 
Then, on Feb. 19, 1923, the late Justice Suth- 
erland of the Supreme Court of the United 
States held (in U.S. vs. Thind, 261 U.S. 204) 
that a Hindu is not a “white person” 
within the meaning of the revised statute, 
2169, relating to the naturalization of aliens. 


The learned Justice based this momen- 
tous decision on the grounds that “free 
white person” are words of common speech 
to be interpreted in accordance with the 
eunderstanding of the common man, This 
decision, sustained merely on the racial 
prejudice of the “man in the street,” was 
deeply resented in India at. the time and 
still rankles, 


A Hardship on Many 


The decision caused great suffering, for 
in sume American states the Indian farm- 
ers could no longer lease lands in their 
own names, and professional men were re- 
jected for many positions because they 
were non-citizens. Some localities applied 
the law retroactively, and demanded from 
Indians the surrender of citizenship papers 
—a wrong that was subsequently rectified. 


Today a few Indians naturalized before 
1923 are American citizens, while all other 
Indian residents are ineligible—a singular- 
ly anomalous situation. The United States 
has always stood for human rights, free- 
dom of equality. Only by violating its own 


Quota Basis for People of India 
Urged in Justice to Valued Ally

One of the undeniable achievements of 
the present Congress was the repeal last 
year of the Chinese Exclusion Acts and 
the modification of other statutes prohib- 
iting the immigration of Chinese and their 
admission to citizenship. The long heroism 
of the Chinese people, our comrades in war, 
prompted this retraction, 


The annual quota of Chinese immigrants 
is but 105. The Chinese don’t deny our 
right to restrict immigration. They resent- 
ed the stigma that marked all of them, a 
people of ancient civilization, as undesir- 
able and inadmissible. They were gratified 
by its removal, 


Another ancient people, the people of 
India, is still subject to gur taboo. Indian 
soldiers—mighty good soldiers, too—have 
fought for us in Burma and North Africa. 
They are fighting for us now on other 
fronts. In land operations against the Jap- 
anese, their ald will be of great value, 

Are the Indians not entitled to ask, as 
they are asking, no longer to be excluded 
from entry into the United States and from 
American citizenship? They seek this en- 
largement of right as a token. Their year- 
ly quota of immigrants would be about 75. 


The removal of a mark just offensive to’ 
their pride and self-respect will be not 
merely testimony of our gratitude for their 
armed aid, but a matter of justice and 
equality of treatment. We have lifted the 
bars for the Chinese. We can afford to 
do the same for the Indians. We can't 
afford to do otherwise. 
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ideals can it discfiminate against any peo- 
ple on the basis of race, 

By depriving the people of India of the 
rights they oncé enjoyed, the United States 
has weakened Indian good will toward 
Americans—and good will among the na- 
tions is a vital need today, 


Chinese Are Now Eligible 


When the Chinese were made eligible to 
American citizenship and Chinese immi- 
gration was placed on a quota basis, the 
United States took the wind out of Japa- 
nese propaganda and earned the good will 
of the Chinese. The arguments that 
prompted Congress in the case of the Chi- 
nese are equally pertinent in the case of 
Indians. 

India, like China, is a member of the 
United Nations, and its soldiers are fight- 
ing and dying with Americans. Thousands 
of Americans have always been accorded 
equal rights and privileges in India. The 
least America can do is to reciprocate. 

Indians, like the Chinese, should be put 
on an annual quota, which would be no 
more than a mere 75 or so. 

It is not a special favor, only justice, 
that the people of India ask. 


Report on British Health Plan 
Is Timely Reading in America 


“A National Health Service,” Issued by the British 
Ministry of Health and the Department ef Health 
for Scotland. (Macmilian Co., New York.) 

It is unusual to find a commercial pub- 
lishing house, particularly in a time of pa- 
per shortage, bringing out in book form 
an official document issued in another 
country. There is good reason for this 
American edition of the British White Pa- 
per on health service, however, in the cur- 
rent discussions here of somewhat similar 
proposals now pending before Congress. 
Also, it demdnstrates that official reports 
need not be tedious reading, for this one 
is a clear, even bright, exercise in the 
King’s English. 

This White Paper was presented to Par- 
liament last February as the outline of “a 
comprehensive health service for every~ 
body in this country.” The details for Scot- 
land differ slightly in view of local condi- 
tions there, hence the joint sponsorship of 
British and Scottish nenith ape 

+ ~ 

' Briefly, the purpose is to sduelil for all 
British citizens, “irrespective of meana, 
age, sex or occupation, equal opportunity 
to benefit from the best and most up-to 
date medical and allied services-available > 
and... to encourage a new attitude to — 
health—the easier obtaining of advice early, 
the promotion of good health rather than 
only the treatment of bad.” The cost is 
to be met from taxation and public pay 
ments. 

This may seem revolutionary to Ameri 
cans, but it is introduced by a British Gov- 
ernment dominated by the Conservative, or 
Tory, party. The plan has been applauded 
by the British public, the press and the 
medical profession. Such approval is ex- 
plainable in part by the fact that Britain 
for some 30 years has had a national medi- 
cal insurance plan for low-income workers, 
and this, within its limitations, has proved 
so successful that medical men, at first 
violently opposed, are now its strong sup- 
porters. The new plan is a broadening and 
extension of the insurance system. 
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The White Paper sets forth its provisions 
in detail and gives a report on the current 
status of medical care in England. The 
relations between patient and physician are 
taken into careful consideration, for the 
goal is defined as “ensuring a personal or 
family doctor for everybody.” Patients will 
be able to choose their own physicians un- 
der the plan, and to change to others if they 
like. Doctors “must remain free to direct 
their clinical knowledge and personal skill 
in the way they feel to be best.” They 
will be paid salaries or stated fees per 
patient, as they wish. Patients or physicians 
who want to continue under the present 
system may do so, and doctors will be 
compensated for any loss of practice suf- 
fered as a result of the new plan. “The 
practice of medicine is an individual and 
personal art,” the report says. 

The*volume should be a major contribu- 
tion to policy-making on this subject in 
England, and it is intended to be, for the 
introduction says, “The Government want 
these proposals to be freely examined and 
discussed.” Perhaps a similar report in 
this country would clear up some of the 
confusion that has arisen over the health 
section of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell so 
cial security bill.

Rises to Be Passed to 
Consumer. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
‘The Office of Price Administra- 
tion promised today to inform 
consumers promptly how much 
more they can expect to pay for 
shirts, dresses, sheets, pillow 


cases, etc, under price advances 
authorized for cotton textile mills 
as a result of congressional adop- 
tion of the Bankhead amendment. 


About one-third of all cotton 
fabric output will command 
» higher prices at the mill, said 


OPA Administrator Chester 
Bowles. These include fabrics 
widely used for moderately priced 
house dresses, men’s shirts and 
shorts, work clothes and knit cot- 
ton underwear. 

Bowles said he does not expect 
that “the net effect upon.the cost 
of living would be substantial.” 

“Some of the new increases will 
undoubtedly have -to be passed 
to the consumers,” he said. “It is 
believed, however, that others can 
be absorbed in whole or in part 
at intermediate stages of produc- 
tion and distribution. Final de- 
cisions upon these questions will 
be announced promptly.” 

OPA officials said today their 
figures still were incomplete but 
they hoped less than half of: the 
boost would have to be passed on 
through retail sales. 

Even the mills do not yet know 
the exact ceiling increases to be 
granted under terms of the Bank- 
head amendment to the new law 
extending price controls. The 
amendment provides that “major 
items" must get price adjust- 
ments to reflect parity to cotton 
growers. Bowles said the new 
ceilings would be annopnced this 


week, if possible. 
The “major” items /given in- 
creases are: denims, st combed 


and carded cotton yarns, major 
types of sheets and pillow cases, 
3.60 yard sanforized chambrays, 
most combed yard fabrics, and 
knit cotton heavyweight under- 
wear. Manufacturers of “class 
A” gray print cloth also may 
make “open contracts,” but OPA 
has not finally decided whether 
to increase their prices. 

The amendment resulting in 
the increases was offered by Sen- 
ator Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama.

My crew are a swell bunch of 
boys. They all work hard and they 
work well together.

There are no smart-alecks among 
them. 

Only one man in the crew 
speaks French. That one has al- 
ready made friends with the farm- 
ers nearby, and they get such 
stuff as eggs and butter occasion- 
ally. They have been promised 
some chickens, but they haven't 
showed up yet. 

Although the noise and concus- 
sion of their gun are terrific, they 
have got used to it and none of 
them wears cotton in his ears. 
They say the two best morale- 
boosters are the Stars and Stripes 
newspaper and letters from home. 


First Night in France. 

My boys are very proud of their 
first night on the soil of France. 
They began firing immediately 
from a field not far from the 
beach. The snipers were still thick 
in the surrounding hedges, and 
bullets were singing around them 
all night. The boys like to tell 
over and over how the infantry 
all] around them were crouching 
and crawling along while they 
had to stand straight up and dig 
their guns in. 

It takes about 12 hours of good 
hard work to dig in the guns 
when they move to a new posi- 
tion. They dig in one gun at a 
time while the three others are 
firing. My gun is dug into a cir- 
cular pit about four feet deep 
and 20 feet across. This has been 
rimmed with a parapet of sand- 
bags and dirt, until when you 
stand on the floor of the pit you 
can just see over the top. The 
boys are safe down there from 
anything but a direct hit. 

Their gun is covered in the day- 
time by a large camouflage net. 
My crew fires anywhere from 10 
to 150 shells a night. In the very 
early days on the beachhead they 
kept firing one night until they 
had only half a dozen shells left. 
But the supply has been built up 
now, and there is no danger of 
their running short again. 

The first night I was/ with them 
was a slow night and they fired 
only nine shells. The boys were 
terribly, disappointed. They said 
it would have to turn out that the 
night I was with them would be 
the quietest and also the coldest 
they had ever had. 

So just because of that I stayed 
a second night with them. And 
that time we fired all night long.

E took tap dancing lessons when he was Governor of New 
H Jersey and he frequently practiced when he occupied “the 
; White House. He fancied himself as a singer and when 
guests were present he would frequently give his daughter, 
Margaret, the nod and she would immediately start to play the 
piano. His favorite songs were the favorite songs of the day. 
One of his intimate friends said, “I am gure that if he had a 
choice he would give up the presidency to be Eddie Leonard.”

THE ONLY TIME he ever lost his temper publicly and 
berated the press was when certain reporters sniped at his 
romance with Mrs. Galt. At that time he threatened to beat 
up a certain reporter. On the subject of newspaper criticism 
he said: “In my position I must expect criticism. I hope that 
criticism will be constructive, but whether or not it is con- 
structive, I would sooner have it malicious than have no 
criticism at all.” oe * * 


WILSON WAS credited with the largest vocabulary of any 
man who lived. His extemporaneous speeches (when taken 
down in shorthand over a period of eight years in the White 
House) revealed that his impromptu vocabulary was twice the 
size of Shakespeare's works. . . . He was one of the few public 
figures who did not employ a ghost-writer. He did the typing 
himself (on his own typewriter) of every message he wrote. 
The Declaration of War was typed and re-typed by Wilson 
himeelf, Ye * * 

HE ONCE CALLED Clemenceau a thief, and Clemenceau 
called him worse in a head-on clash at the Hotel Crillon, Paris. 

. During negotiations in Paris, Wilson said: “There are 
many sinister influences working here, but none more sinister 
than those desiring social prestige.” . Among other famous 
quotations, he said: “Only I have failed—the cause has not.” 

. “It is not right to do wrong, even to make peace”... 
The gossip-mongers of the day anticipated that Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson (the second wife) would manage somehow to drift away 
from the President after he had been stricken. But his needs 
in his darkest hours multiplied her devotion to him.

WOODROW WILSON believed in the people. He believed 
that right was might. He believed in the righteousnes of right. 
He died as a war casualty on the battlefield of peace... . When 
he was a’ freshman in the University of Virginia he had cards 
printed “Senator Thomas Woodrow Wilson” and passed them 
out freely to his classmates. Shortly after he dropped the 
Thomas from his name completely. The exact reasons for drop- 
ping the Thomas are unknown, but many thought it was be- 
cause he desired to reduce his name to 13 letters. 

* * | 

THERE ARE MORE boulevards, streets and squares named 
for him in Europe than for all other Americans combined, The 
Identification Bureau of the Nazi Gestapo is located at Nymber 
18 Rue President Wilson in Paris. . . The persistent legend 
that the trustees of Princeton University were so anxious to 
get rid of him as president of the college that they schemed 
with Senator Smith to lure him into politics and off the campus 
has never been substantiated. It was Senator Smith's own idea 
although quite true that Princeton Trustees had had more than 
their fill of him. When Smith first approached Wilson with 
the idea of running for Governor of New Jersey, Wilson with 
his keen sense of humor replied, “How can you possibly elect 
me to anything? I’m a school teacher, and in the eyes of most 
popes that makes me something of an idiot.”

OVERR 3 POPULAB songs were written and published 
about him, yet none of them achieved any lasting popularity. 
He was the idol of show people, and when he died in 1924 
theatrical troupes all over the country held special services 
back-stage. At the Palace Theater the cast and the audience

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VEGETABLE MUSHROOM SHORTCAKE: AN EXCELLENT ‘SUBSTITUTE 
FOR MEAT, 


NYBODY who complains this 
A summer about not being able 
to get as much meat as her 
family would like is a woman of 
little imagination—a woman, in, 
fact, who fails to recognize good 
things right under her nose! For 
years wé've eaten more meat than 
was nutritionally necessary. 
Vegetable dinners? Why not, 
please? If you plan them with 
an eye to appearance, with an 
eye to their filling qualities, and 
a thought to their nutritional bal- 
ance, you'll get very little com- 
plaint out of your families, 
Mushrooms make up for lack of 
meat in a meal—flavorwise and 
in appearance, though not nutri- 
tionally. There are other ways 
to get your protein, though. I'm 
not saying you need to have 
vegetable dinners every day! Try 
this summer dish,. with a green 
salad and some good hunks of 
French bread: 


Vegetable-Mushroom Shortcake. 


Two cups flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon onion 
salt, three tablespoons fortified 
margarine, one-half cup minced 
watercress, one tablespoon forti- 
fied margarine, melted, three- 
fourths cup milk (approximate). 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, onion salt. Add watercress. 
Cut in the three tablespoons of 
margarine until it looks like peas 
through the dry ingredients. Add 
milk sufficient to make a soft 
but not sticky dough. Roll out 
on floured board to one-fourth 
inch thickness. Cut 12 rounds. 


Brush tops with melted margarine. 
Put together in pairs and bake 
in hot oven (400 degrees) 20-25 
minutes. Over the hot shortcakes 
and between the layers serve the 
mushroom-vegetable sauce, Sprin- 
kle a bit of paprika over the top 
of each, Garnish the platter with 
fresh watercress. Serves six.

Mushroom Vegetable Sauce. 

One cup mushrooms, fresh or 
canned, sliced; four tablespoons 
fortified margarine; three table- 
spoons flour; one cup milk; one- 
half pound snap beans; two car- 
rots; one teaspoon salt. 

If mushrooms are canned, drain 
and reserve liquid. If they are 
fresh, wash and slice them. Cut

garine. Remove mushrooms. Add 
flour to mushroom drippings. Mix 
to a smooth paste. Add milk and 
canned mushroom liquor, if that’s 
the kind you're using. Stir until 
creamy. Add salt. Add mushrooms, 
beans and carrots. Serve as di- 
rected above. 

A little cheese goes a long way 
in dressing up a vegetable meal 
and adding protein value. Serve 
it with breadcrumbs over a baked 
vegetable dish. 

Bacon adds snap to a vegetable 
meal, too. Fry it crisp and brown 
and use it as a garnish on a 
beautifully arranged vegetable 
plate. Or bake eggplant slices 
with strips of bacon across top.

Servant-less Dinner 
By Emily Post 


INCE the service problem of the hostess who is also her 
S own cook and waitress is that of the great majority of 
women, the following letter should be of general interest: 
“To what limits may service in a house without any service, 
be simplified at a ‘company’ dinner for four guests; six in all 
at table, to make it possible for the hostess to remain seated? 
I have read your Mrs. 3-in-1 chapter in your book and I have 
not—and cannot get a ‘hot-box’ or any other paraphernalia.” 

In answer, the only paraphernalia that is really essential 
would be two small but sturdy tables with two shelves below 
the top so as to give you plenty of space to put things on. 
One of these to stand next to you at the table; and the other 
next to your husband.

COURSES HAVING been reduced to a minimum number, 
you eliminate your first course at the table and serve vege- 
table and fruit juice cocktails, and perhaps others, in your 
living room; and in this case the canapes should be substan- 
tial, After staying a few minutes with your guests, you leave 
them to your husband and go out into the kitchen to take 
care of last minute details, which include: Pouring ice water 
and putting butter at eagh plate. (Bread and condiments and 
any ornamental sweets should have been put on the table 
earlier. Places should have been set with all the silver neces- 
sary, and napkins, but no service plates.) 

Whether your first course is a casserole dish or a sub- 
stantial roast, it is put down in front of your husband's place 
with a stack of hot plates at his place, Two vegetable dishes 
may be put on each side of the table, to be passed from one 
to another, if you prefer that way; but it would perhaps 
cause less confusion to have your husband serve the vegetables 
at the same time as the meat. 

Dinner is then ready to be served.

AT THE END of. the meat course, your husband removes 
the platter to the lowest shelf of his little table, one of the 
vegetable dishes next to it and one on the middle shelf, as 
well as the pates nearest to him. You take the two plates 
next to you. Salads should be arranged in a bowl or on a 
platter. This is pretty to look at, It can be standing on top 
of your table to be served by you, or it could equally well be 
put on your husband's table. And the dessert also on your 
husband's table. 

This course is then removed and the dessert served by 
you (or by your husband if you serve the salad), Crumbing 
of the table. necessarily has to be dispensed with—possibly 
also finger bowls. could perfectly well be 
in one stack of three on your husband's table. By stack is 
meant a plate and on the plate a finger bowl and repeat this 
na layer of three. 


These, however, 
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WHEN THE GUESTS return to the living room, you go 
t into the kitchen and add the coffee, which has been 
dripping” during dinner, to the tray. Also add the cream 
to the previously prepared cups, saucers, spoons and sugar. 
Carry the tray into the living room and put it down on your 
coffee table—or wherever most convenient for you to sit and 
pour. 

When you return the tray to the kitchen, you ean then 
pul away “spoilable” food.

Laughed Himself Into a Fortune

N the Fourth of July, 1943, 

for the first time ince statis- 

tics began to be_ recorded, 
there was not one death in the 
United States from fireworks. 
Firewater instead of fireworks got 
in its work and there were some 
300 deaths from traffic accidents 
and the usual holiday quota of 
drownings, 

But the fireworks record is 
something to celebrate, It shows 
once more that the world does 
move, no matter how alowly it 
seems to be doing it to the fellow 
who is interested in immediate 
progress, It also proves the effec- 
tiveness of public propaganda so 
long as its cause is right and the 
pressure is unrelentingly kept up. 

The propaganda which resulted 
in the 19438 record has -been of 
two kinds. One was the campaign 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion against tetanus, or lockjaw, 
as a result of Fourth of July in- 
juries and the other was against 
the use of fireworks at all, 

I do not believe the American 
Medical Association had any hope 
40 years ago that they could abol- 
ish fireworks and toy cannons and 
all the rest of the paraphernalia 
of injury which signalized the joy 
at our separation from England 
which characterized the scenes of 
my boyhood, but even that has 
been very largely accomplished. 

* 


ABOUT THE antitetanus cam- 
paign, we have definite figures, It 
was in 1903 that the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
began a vigorous crusading to de- 
mand the immediate use of anti- 
tetanus serum due to the explo- 
sion of firearms, cannons, fire- 
crackers, etc. The emphasis was 
placed on the fact that any wound 
which had the slightest chance of 
being contaminated with street or 
ground dirt is potentially Hable to 
result in lockjaw and the only way 
to prevent it is to give antitetanus 
serum promptly. 

Here is the result of this proj- 
ect of public education: 

In 1903 there were 4449 injuries 
and 406 deaths from tetanus. 

In 1904 there were 4169 injuries 
and 87 deaths from tetanus, 

There was not much change in 
the record until 1909 when there 
was a jump to 5307 injuries and 
125 deaths from tetanus. This 
ghastly toll stimulated both the 
antitetanus and anti-fireworks 
campaign so that: 

In 1914 there were 1506 injuries 
and 3 deaths from tetanus. 

‘Since then the improvement hag 
been steady until, as recorded in 
the opening sentence of this ar- 
ticle, we have in 1943 no deaths 
from fireworks injuries either 
caused by tetanus or otherwise.

OF COURSE PART of this 
good result so far as tetanus is 
concerned is due to the disap- 
pearance of the horse from our 
streets. The tetanus bacillus 
thrives in the intestines of her- 
bivorous animals and street dirt 
was naturally more heavily con- 
taminated in 1903 than now. 

Still a very recent study of the 
occurrence of tetanus spores on 
the streets and pavements of Bal- 
timore showed that 17 per cent of 
the cultures were positive. And 
no fair-minded person with a 
memory as long as mine of the 
glorious Fourths of the gay nine- 
ties down to the recent past can 
deny that the good results of last 
year are largely due to the “safe 
and sane Fourth” slogan. 

What will happen this year is 
a matter of hope rather than pre- 
diction. The only way to preserve 
the gains of @ successful cam- 
paign is to keep up with the good 
methods. If by any chance any- 
body in your family is injured this 
Fourth by gunshot wound or fire- 
cracker or fireworks of any kind 
insist on having a doctor in an 
emergency rush and insist that a 
prophylactic injection of 1500 
units of antitetanus serum be 
given, The only exception to this 
is if a previous immunizing dose 
has been given, In that case severe 
allergic reactions are likely to fol- 
low the use of prophylactic anti- 
tetanus serum, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


W. F. P.: What is the approxi- 
mate caloric value of a medium 
sized orange? 

Answer: An average orange 
weighing about 250 grams, or 7 
ounces, has about 95 calories. 


A. A. A.: Please settle an argu 
ment. A. claims an adult need 
not fear contracting tuberculosis, 
unless he had it as a child. B. 
claims an adult can get tubercu- 
losis as easily as a child. Which 
is correct? 

Answer: Practically every case 
of tuberculosis begins in child- 
hood. It may come to light and 
produce symptoms only in adult 
life. A very few instances have 
been proved where an adult is ex- 
posed constantly to tuberculosis 
infection such as a nurse or in- 
terne in a tuberculosis hospital ac- 
quiring it in adult life. 


A. H.: Could you tell me, please, 
if wax injections in a flabby 
breast are all right, or if they be- 
come cancerous in time? 

Answer: For heaven’s sake do 
not allow any one to inject wax 
in the breast or any where else 
under the skin. They may not be- 
come cancerous, but they produce 
large painful inflammations and 
Often ulcerate out leaving a pain- 
ful fistulous tract.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sunday. 

WANT to mention a_ special 
J election issue which I received 

in June from the New York 
League of Women voters. It is 
their “Monthly News” sheet, and 
it gives a great deal of informa- 
tion which is~valuable to the peo- 
ple of New York State- in an 
election year. I imagine that na- 
tionally, the league is giving sim- 
ilar information to its members 
in every atate, 

With my little Monthly News 
came a single sheet in which the 
essentials for the political party 
platforms on foreign policy were 
printed, and while these are very 
general, they embody the min- 
imum of what we should expect 
in our foreign policy planks, 
Finally, a sheet was enclosed with 
cartoons depicting the importance 
of taking part in the nominating 
primaries, because so often we 
find ourselves faced with the fact 
that we do not like the nominees 
of either party. But because we 
have taken no interest before 
election day, we decide that, bad 
as the choice may be, we will 
vote with our traditional party. 
That seems to me to be the best 
way of getting an unrepresenta- 
tive form of government. 

Next, I want to speak of some- 
thing which has been done in 
Kansas, They have made a survey 
recently of their areas where li- 
braries are lacking, and then they 
sent a travelling book exhibit 


around. In one county they circu- 
lated books to the various rural 
schools for a long time, but this 
travelling exhibit created excite- 
ment everywhere in cities and 
rural areas, 


This book exhibit is designed to 
arouse the interest of children in 


reading, to introduce them to 
“food books, new books, recent 
books.” As a result, the children 
expremapgd the wish that some of 
thease booka could be either in 
their homes, or at least in the 


publie library. They are preaching 
more libraries and more books in 
Kansas, but they are also trying 
to stimulate the young people to 
enjoy reading. There never was 
a time when there were more in- 
teresting and attractive books for | 
young people, so there is no ex- | 
cuse if we fail to awaken in our 
children a real desire to learn 
through reading. 


I wonder how many of you who 
have children also know about 
the William T. Hornaday Foun- 
dation. Dr. Hornaday always 
wanted to “open wide to youth all 
gateways to nature,” so in his 
memory, this foundation is trying 
to establish children’s museums 
both in crowded urban areas and 
in rural areas. I have seen how 
much the museums planned for 
their benefit, and I am sure that 
this is one of the ways in which 
we can promote a development of 
a very healthy interest in nature.
